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Ford won’t pardon 


defendants before 


Voting intricacies explained 
with four-person Council

City editor 
Odds are that the empty seat on 
Lompoc's City Council will not cause a 
string of crippling deadlocks over the 
next six months. City Attorney Alan 
Davidson forecasted yesterday. 
But, the counselor added, even good 
odds don't always pay off 


Tuesday, the Council decided to 
remain at four members until March 4, 
1975, when the post of late Councilman 
Sol Lefkowitz will be filled by a special 
election 
The 
normal 
council 
complement is five. 
The move was clouded by warnings 
that the understaffed board might 
deadlock on important issues that will 
demand 
firm 
decisions 
in 
the 
meanwhile. 


The bulk of the council’s business, 
about three-fourths, Davidson gauged, 
takes the form of resolutions and minute 
orders For the most part, both can be 
passed by 2-1 votes. This might be the 
case on the four person panel if one 
member were absent. 
A minute order, or minute entry, is a 
decision recorded nowhere else but on 
the council’s minutes Resolutions are 
drafted as separate documents 
There are, Davidson said, three types 
of council decisions that will have to 
garner three votes to pass They are: 
ordinances, 
resolutions 
granting 
franchises 
within 
the 
city 
and 
resolutions ordering the payment of 
money 
Ordinances are drafted as separate 
pieces of paper like resolutions but 
carry more weight They must be used 
to change any city code and comprise 
the 
remaining 
quarter 
of 
council 
business by volume, if not by degree of 
importance 
Many 
major 
council 
actions are drafted as ordinances 
The question of whether or not a 2 1 
majority will be able to spend city 
money 
is 
a 
sticky 
one 
Though 
resolutions ordering the payment of 
money must be passed by three votes, a 
2 1 majority may obligate the city to 
contracts or otherwise incur debts that 
will sooner or later have to be paid off 
A 2 1 vote could, for example, sign a 
contract with an architect for plans for 
Beattie Park It would take a three vote 


majority to pay for the work later but by 
then the city would be obligated to pay. 
So a 2-1 margin can’t really spend 
money, but it may run up bills. 


There are certain rare instances 
where four council votes are required to 
pass a measure, Davidson said. Urgency 
(emergency) ordinances, which take 
effect immediately instead of after the 
usual waiting period, are a case in point. 
So 
are 
council 
votes 
to set 
up 
assessment districts over the protests of 
affected citizens. 


“ Odds are greatly against our having 
a four vote problem during the next six 
months, the city attorney said “ Once 
you have three people, you almost 
always get four, as things happen.” 
Davidson said that a city the size of 
Fresno might see one or two urgency 
ordinances yearly 
If a matter requiring four votes were 
to come to the floor of the Lompoc 
council during its short handed period, it 
would require a unanimous vote to pass. 
Over the past six months, Mayor E C. 
Stevens reported Tuesday, the five 
person council has registered only a pair 
of 3-2 votes. 
“ Odds are, 1 think, everything should 
run just fine.” Davidson inferred “ The 
most recent history indicates that they 
will cooperate and get the three votes 
when necessary ’’ There are no bedrock 
divisions on the Lompoc council to 
prevent it, he added 
But. Davidson cautioned, this doesn't 
guarantee that the even numbered panel 
won’t 
logjam on 
their very 
next 
important decision 
"Let’s not weigh too heavily on the 
council’s behavior 
in the last six 
months," he interjected “ They could 
start splitting on everything tomorrow 
The ultimate solution is clear, he said 
We need five council members 
Councilman 
Art 
Scott 
wondered 
Tuesday whether or not Stevens' ruling 
on his own “ no candidate vote' the week 
before might make council majorities 
another scarce commodity in the near 
future 
Nominated council appointee Robert 
Kranig had picked up two votes, in the 
Sept 3 session, another candidate got 
one and Stevens had voted for no one 
Scott argued that Stevens' vote counted

as an abstention, that council rules say 
abstentions go with the majority and 
that Kranig had been voted in. 
Davidson, as parliamentarian, agreed 
that the “ no candidate" vote was an 
abstention 
But the decision fell to 
Stevens as panel chairman. He ruled 
that appointee contenders needed three 
affirmative votes and that Kranig was 
out. 
If abstentions will not count with the 
majority, Scott argued last Tuesday, it’s 
going to be something of a parlor trick to 
consistently 
come 
up 
with 
three 
affirmative votes on important issues in 
the next six months. 
Davidson 
judged 
yesterday 
that 
Stevens 
crimped 
normal 
council 
procedure in the Sept. 3 encounter but 
that he was well within his rights as 
council chairman to do it 
“ You look at Roberts rules of order 
and there are yeses (votes) and nos 
(votes) and abstentions There isn't any 
other type of critter," the lawyer said 
“ The rule still is that unless the 
chairman rules otherwise, which he did 
the other day, an abstention is a vote 
with the majority And it will be that 
way every time unless the chairman 
overrules it." 
By normal council procedure, then, 
two council members will be able to 
pass an ordinance if a third abstains. 
The abstention counts with the majority 
and the question wins 3-0 or 3-1 
The process also works in reverse 
Two no votes will defeat a measure with 
four members present if a third member 
abstains from voting 
When council members say they're 
“ abstaining" from voting due to a 
possible conflict of interest, they’re 
wrong, Davidson advises. What they’re 
really doing is disqualifying themselves. 
A member who disqualifies himself or 
herself takes a procedural walk around 
the building while the vote is taken as 
though 
they 
w eren’t 
there 
Disqualifications don’t count in the tally 
at all 
But in an abstention, not to decide is to 
decide 
Unless 
the 
chair 
rules 
otherwise, an abstaining member is still 
considered in the room and, in fact, can 
decide an important issue on a four 
member council simply by declining to 
vote on it 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President 
Ford does not intend to pardon the 
defendants in the Watergate cover-up 
case before their trial, a White House 
spokesman said today 
John W Hushen. deputy White House 
news secretary, also told reporters that 
Ford has denied as “ absolutely not 
true" any reports that he indicated to 
former President Nixon before his 
resignation that he would be pardoned 
“ There 
was 
no 
communication 
regarding a pardon for Mr. Nixon," 
Hushen said 
Hushen was asked whether Ford 
agreed with Senate Republican leader 
Hugh 
Scott 
that 
the 
Watergate 
defendants should not be pardoned prior 
to a trial 
“ I believe he does," Hushen replied. 
“ The President feels that way.” 
“ There was never any intention on our 
part that the Watergate defendants were 
about to be pardoned and especially not 
prior to the trial,” Hushen said 
He told reporters that no requests for 
pardon had been received at the White 
House 
from 
those 
charged 
with 
Watergate related crimes. 
“ If we got one I believe he (Ford) 
wouldn't act on it,” Hushen said 
Scott, after a morning meeting with 
Ford, said there appears to be a 
“ unanimous feeling" in Congress that 
there should be no interference with 
impending Watergate cases. 
“ I don’t know of any congressman or 
senator who wants a blanket pardon at 
this time,” Scott said after a 1VI hour 
meeting with President Ford at the 
White 
House. 
“ I 
don’t 
think the 
American people want any blanket 
pardons.” 
White House spokesman John W 
Hushen said Wednesday that contrary to 
interpretations of his earlier remarks 
Ford “ never, ever planned to give mass 
amnesty” for any Watergate figures and 
“ it was never under study.” 
Pardons on an individual basis might 
be considered if requested by the 
defendants, 
Hushen 
said. 
As 
of 
Wednesday there had been no such 
requests. 
“ I have made no such request,” said 
John J. Wilson, attorney for H R. 
Haldeman, one of the former White 
House aides who is to go on trial Sept. 30 
on Watergate cover-up charges. “ But I

Scott said that he had talked to Nixon

weeks

“ cheerful " Sen. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S.C., said he also talked to Nixon on the 
telephone a few days ago about “ his 
situation in general " 
“ I think the man is suffering a lot and 
going through a lot of pain and anguish," 
said 
Thurmond.

he was 
emotionally stable 
“ He mentioned the fact that there 
seemed to be no end" to his problems, 
Thurmond added 


Eisenhower claims 
Nixon health not good

David 
Eisenhower said today that one of 
former President Nixon’s legs is swollen 
twice its normal size from phlebitis, an 
inflammation of the veins, and "his 
health s not good " 
Eisenhower, Nixon’s son-in-law, also 
said that Nixon would have rejected the 
pardon offered by President Ford if it 
had been “ tied directly” to the issue of 
amnesty for Vietnam draft evaders and 
deserters. 


Eisenhower, a law student at George 
Washington University, said he talked 
with Nixon by telephone Wednesday 
night and decided to be interviewed on 
the NBC Today Show because “ someone 
should be reacting to the pardon on 


behalf of the family.” 
He said he and his wife, Julie, haven't 
seen the former President since he 
resigned his office Aug. 9 and returned 
to his San Clemente, Calif, estate. 
Eisenhower was asked to comment on 
reports that Nixon was suite ring deep 
fits of depression. 
“ I think he has his ups and downs,” 
Eisenhower 
said. 
"Some 
people 
describe him as being sharper than ever 
in certain meetings and then at times ... 
yes he’s depressed. 
“ Right at this very moment he’s not 
feeling well. He has his leg elevated 
because (of the) phlebitis in his leg ... 
the clot has moved above the knee and 
his one leg is swollen about twice its 
normal size. His health is not good.” 
Emperor Selassie 
toppled by military 


LONDON (UPI) — Ethiopia’s armed 
forces toppled Emperor Haile Selassie 
today from his 3.000-year-old throne and 
proclaimed a military regime to rule the 
country temporarily. 
The armed forces promised new 
elections and invited Selassie’s son, 
Crown Prince Woosan, to take the 
throne as a figurehead constitutional 
monarch, U. S. Embassy sources in 
London said 
Woosan, 57, is ill in 
Switzerland. 
Selassie, the tiny, 82-year-old "Lion of 
Judah,” bowed to the inevitable this 
morning and accepted an Armed Forces 
Committee decree deposing him as 
Emperor of the nation he had ruled since 


1916, the sources said. 
After the morning confrontation at 
which Selassie accepted the deposition 
decree, officers whisked the emperor in 
a blue police-type Volkswagen to the 
headquarters of the 4th Army Division 
in Addis Ababa, Western diplomatic 
sources in Nairobi said. 
Other members of the royal family 
were confined to the palace. By late 
afternoon there was no further word of 
the emperor’s whereabouts.

Wholesale price index jumi 
highest in nearly 28 years

today 
the 
wholesale 
price 
index 
for 
August 
climbed 3.5 per cent above the July 
level When the prices were adjusted for 
seasonal variations, it was the second 
highest monthly jump in nearly 28 years. 
The large August increase pushed the 
wholesale price index to 167.4, which 
was 17 8 per cent above a year ago, the 
Labor Department said 
Industrial commodities — up 2.4 per 
cent for the month and 27.5 per cent 
ahead of last year - accounted for the 
major part of the price index rise 
The prices of metals, chemicals, 
machinery and pulp and paper groups 
accounted for about 80 per cent of the 
increase in industrial commodities, 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics The August advance in farm 
products and processed foods and feeds 
prices was 6 2 per cent. 
After prices on all commodities were 
adjusted for seasonal variations, the 
increase was 3.9 per cent for August, the 
highest since August, 1973 when the 
increase was 6 2 per cent and the second 
highest since November, 1946. 
The 3.5 per cent increase was the third 
biggest in the last year The increase in 


July was 3.9 per cent and last August it 
was 5.8 per cent 


The only major groups showing 
declines 
were 
lumber 
and 
wood 
products, which have dropped for the 
fourth consecutive month, and hides and 
skins. 
The prices for motor vehicles were 
slightly higher but do not yet reflect the 
higher prices posted on new model cars 
that will be introduced in the fall. All 
major 
types 
of 
machinery 
and 
equipment showed price increases 
The August index for fuels and related 
products was 67 2 per cent higher than a 
year ago Coal was 4 per cent higher 
than a month ago and coke was 5 6 per 
cent higher.

The mission trail sights

When most people visit the 
La Furísima Mission State 
Historical Park, they see the 
shops and quarters, church, 
guardhouse, etc. — and miss 
the pine tree that never grew- 
up, 
the 
mysterious 
stone 
column and the trail of lost 
destination 
The park encompasses about 
967 acres A few acres are 
covered by the mission proper: 
the rest is blanketed by a 
rugged and beautiful chaparral 
that, over the years, has been 
affected by the best and worst 
of man's doings. 
There are, in this big hunk of 
land, 12 miles of hiking and 
riding trails, two dams and 
four reservoirs built during 
the mission period, and a pine 
grove 
that 
contains 
eight 
different varieties of coastal 
pine 
Plus, the famous El 
Camino Real runs straight up 
the center of the park 
Many people are unaware of 
these interesting features and 
the park rangers can readily 
advise visitors of them. 
Senior Ranger Jack Mason 
reported last week, "People 
who are unfamiliar with the 
park grounds should contact 
the ranger on duty. He will 
explain what to do and where 
to go .” 
Something else people are 
unaware about is the fact there 
is no charge to explore the 
hundreds 
of 
park 
acres, 
although a fee is charged to 
tour the reconstructed mission 
buildings 
There are two types of 
hiking and riding trails — dirt 
and sand. The dirt trails are 
good to walk on all year 
around The sandy trails are 
good winter and spring trails. 
"During the summer time, 
they’re like walking on sand 
dunes," Mason points out. 
A 
curious 
trail 
runs 
northwest from the mission 
grounds and stops suddenly at 
the park boundary. It is called 
Huerta 
Matoes 
Trail 
and 
translated it means Matthew's 
Orchard Trail - or Matthew 
Orchard’s Trail. 
However, no one knows who 
Matthew was or where the 
original trail led. Maybe to an 
orchard. The destination has 
been lost over the years. 
Some speculate that the trail 
was a short cut to some early 
Lompoc Valley farm site. Or, it 
was a trail used during winter 
when the El Camino Real, 
which it parallels, became too 
muddy to traverse. 


Probably 
the 
most 
interesting trail is the one that 
follows the stone aqueduct to 
the upper dam that was built 
over 150 years ago. It begins at 
the mission grounds and heads 
north. 


Along the way, the hiker 
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passes the old, thick walled 
mission filter house and the 
last tree of the mission's 
original pear orchard. It still 
bears fruit. 
"It's a strange, different 
tasting pear," said Mason 
Just past the pear tree is a 
small, round reservoir which 
the Indians and Padres made 
out of stone, mortar, and tile. 
There 
are 
four 
water 
reservoirs in the park, one on 
the mission grounds and three 
along this trail 
A 
huge 
column 
was 
constructed by the Indians and 
Padres near the biggest trail 
reservoir. Actually, there were 
three columns built around this 
reservoir, but this is the only 
one standing today. 
The columns present another 
mission 
mystery. 
Their 
purpose is unknown. 
Two dams are located along 
the trail, a lower and upper 
dam. The upper dam, found at 
the end of the trail, is still fed 
by a spring in a small valley­ 
like area. Rush, tule, and 
common pond weeds abound. 
The dams are left open and 
the water is diverted to the 
mission’s pasture and garden. 
No water is stored in the trail 
reservoirs. 
If a hiker follows Huerta 
Matoes Trail he eventually 
comes to the pine grove that 
was 
planted in the late '30s 
during 
the 
mission’s 
reconstruction. Eight varieties 
of coastal pines were planted, 
but only the Monterey and 
Daily record

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
rare lineup of nine planets will 
produce a chain of events that 
will 
trigger 
a 
major 
earthquake along California's 
San Andreas fault in 1982, two 
astronomers predicted in a 
book published today. 
John R. Gribbin, 28, and 
Stephen H. Plagemann, 32, said 
the quake is likely to occur in 
the Los Angeles area and it 
could be “ one of the greatest 
disasters of modern times.” 
The 
San 
Andreas 
fault 
system runs almost the entire 
length of California, thrusting 
ashore 
from 
the 
Gulf 
of 
California in the South and 
running 
almost 
to 
Oregon 
before it vanishes beneath the 
Pacific Ocean. 
Opposing pressures of the 
continental land masses are 
building up along the fault, the 
authors said, and all it needs to 
lurch into life is a small nudge. 
Gribbin 
and 
Plagemann 
argue in “ The Jupiter Effect” 
(Walker and Co., $7.95) that 
that push is likely to occur in 
1982, when the planets line up 
on the same side of the sun for 
the first time in 179 years. 
At the same time, the sun 
should reach its peak sunspot 
activity. 
The 
combination 
of 
the 
unusual gravitation effects of 
the planetary lineup on the sun 
with the normal sunspot peak is 
expected 
to 
unleash 
great 
outbursts of solar radiation 
The authors believe these 
solar storms will disrupt the 
earth’s 
weather 
and 
air 
circulation to such an extent 
that the forces of atmospheric 
friction will disturb earth’s 
rotation. 
That change in the planet’s 
spin rate will be slight, but they 
contend it will be enough to 
build up tidal forces in earth's 
crust to “ agitate regions of 
geologic instability in life.” 
“ There will be many earth­ 
quakes, 
large 
and 
small, 
around susceptible regions of 
the globe,” Gribbin and Plage­ 
mann said.

“ Our whole offense will be geared around the 
option We re going to have three types of options — 
the regular dive option, the counter option and the 
sprint-out option " 
All of this, of course, will require a nimble 
quarterback Knowles thinks the Conqs have two of 
them in Ray Dahlmann (jr., 6-1, 190) and Kelly 
Hubbard <sr , 6-1, 166), who both lack varsity qb 
experience They’ll divide the playing time for the 
first few games, Knowles says Then one of them will 
take over the job full-time 
"Both of them have been doing a super job in 
practice. They both can wing the ball and handle the 
option real good " 
Every coach likes to have a guy who can deliver the 
Big Flay, a la Kevin Drake If the Conqs have a player 
with that capability, it is halfback Ernie Hutchinson 
(sr., 5-6,160), who will also run back punts. 
"He should be able to crank off some long runs for 
us. He's got outstanding power, speed (10-flat 100, 4 7

PINEHURST, N.C. (UPI) - Lee 
Trevino may not be a member of the 
World Golf Hall of Fame, but he rates 
among some who are as a favorite to win 
the $300,000 World Open golf tournament 
beginning today. 
In fact, one of the Hall of Fame 
inductees Wednesday, South African 
Gary Player, says Trevino "is the 
greatest player in the game 
"Whatever point you bring up, you 
can’t 
name a 
better golfer than 
Trevino," said Player, lamenting the 
fact that "Super Mex" didn’t join him in 
the hall. 
Trevino, who beat Player in a playoff 
Monday to win the World Series of Golf 
for his latest tour triumph, was among 
the golfers who missed last year's 
premier 
World Open, 
a marathon 
tourney stretched over two chilly weeks 
in November with a record purse of 
$300,000 
Jack Nicklaus, who was inducted into 
the Hall of Fame, Johnny Miller and 
Tom Weiskopf were among other top 
names who didn’t show up for last year’s 
tournament, won by veteran Miller 
Barber with a 144-hole total of 570, two 
under par. 
But this year the event, trimmed to a 
standard 72 holes and still holding claim 
to being the PGA richest tourney of 1974, 
is one of the Tournament Players 
Division 
“ designated” 
events 
—meaning all 
the 
top pros must 
compete. 
Other Hall of Famers who are 
competing in the tourney are veteran 
Arnold Palmer and Sam Snead, senior 
member of the PGA tour. 
Trevino, who has won more than a $1 
million and 18 events since joining the 
tour in 1967, could have something of a 
point to prove by winning the World 
Open And if he gets fired up, he can win 
anything, according to Player. 
"He can win wherever he goes," 
Player said. "He hits more fairways 
than anyone on the tour He’s just a 
fantastic golfer.” 
For today and Friday, the field of 180 
players in the World Open will compete 
on two courses at Pinehurst Country 
Club —the 7,007-yard No. 2 course and 
the 6,885-yard No. 4. Both are par 71. The 
half playing No 2 today will switch to 
No 4 Friday and vice versa. After 36 
holes the field will be cut to low 70 and 
ties for the final two rounds on No 1. 
The winner this year will pocket 
$160,000 compared to the $100,000 Barber 
won for his two weeks’ work last year 
The 
starting 
field 
includes 
10 
amateurs and 20 competitors from 
foreign countries. 


LA ready to bid 
for Olympics 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - City officials 
endorsed Los Angeles’ bid to be the site 
for 
the 
1980 
summer 
Olympics 
Wednesday and appropriated $35,960 to 
seek the award, acting on a report which 
said it would cost the city nothing to host 
the games. 
The International Olympic Committee 
will meet in Vienna, Austria next month 
to choose the host city. Moscow is the 
only other bidder. 
The city council appropriated $25,000 
to prepare a "presentation book" for the 
Olympic committee meeting. The re­ 
maining funds will be used to send 
Mayor Tom Bradley and at least five 
other city officials to represent the city. 
But Councilman Marvin Braude, who 
opposed the measure, questioned a 
preliminary financial report which said 
it would cost the city $119 million to host 
the games while producing $122 million 
in projected revenue. 
Braude said the Olympics usually 
produces a "significant financial loss" 
to sponsoring cities. He also said it 
would disrupt the "tranquility" of the 
city. 
The appropriation passed by a vote of 
11-2, as did a resolution which said the 
council "strongly desires and supports 
in every way the city’s bid to host the 
summer games.”

According to this rule if 
your partner made a game 
forcing or other very strong 
bid and you could take an ace 
and a king out of your hand 
and still have your previous 
bids you should bid a slam. If 
you held a singleton and 
could take away a king (or 
held no singleton, but could 
take away an ace) you should 
suggest a slam. 
South would have res­ 
ponded one spade without the 
king of hearts and ace of dia­ 
monds. Hence, when North 
jum ped to three spades, 
South is able to hid a slam in 
accordance with this rule.
